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Water rights threat remains 


Court reversal 
doesn’t eliminate 
federal claims

TWIN FALLS - Die one thing 
opponents feared most about 
reserved federal water rights in 


three central Idaho wilderness 
areas hasn't really changed. 

The Idaho Supreme pM||p 
Court lost week ruled that M MW?: 
the federal government 
doesn't have a reserved lilllii 
water right in three Idaho 
wilderness areas, overturning its 
awn year-old ruling. 

But (he court, in a .separate 
opinion, also unanimously 
upheld u Snake River Busin 
Adjudication court ruling granti- 


ng reserved water rights claimed 
by the U.S. Forest Service for 
<hc Salmon River and 
other rivers under the 
1968 Wild and Scenic 
■■■■ Rivers Act. 

“These claims cost a 
shodoM ver the water supplies 
of the Upper Salmon," Attorney 
General Al Lance said in a pre- 
pared statement. 

The court ruled that the feder- 
al government is entitled to “the 


minimum quantity necessary to 
fulfill the purposes of the Wild 
and Scenic Rivers Act." 

Just what that minimum is, 
however, must be dedded in the 
5th District Court. And that 
court’s decision could hove 
repercussions for water rights 
holders from Stanley to Salmon, 
from Lcadore to YeJlow Pine.

Parts of Mini-Cassia get blanket of snow

BURLEY - While much of the 
Magic Valley is receiving a slow 
and steady rain, ports of the val- 
ley arc already getting heavy 
snowfall that 
could continue 
througli Thurs- 
day. 

The first 
white blanket of winter isn't pro- 
viding complete cover. Die siorrn 
that is bringing snow to Mini- 
Cassia isn’t going to provide die 
white stuff to the Magic and 
Wood River valleys - providing 
only clouds and rain. 

But in spots, the snow is heavy. 
Portions of the City of Rocks 


National Reserve have already 
received 8 inches of snow, said 
Sharon Alden, the lead forecaster 
with the National Weather 
Service in FocalcHo. Alden said 
the snow will fall in “significant" 
amount.s, with a snow level of 
about 6,000 feet. 

“Diere’s a heavy snow warning 
in effect for those areas, meaning 
they will receive more than 6 
inches of snow, up to 10 inches,” 
said Alden, who noted the warn- 
ing Ls in effect for iown.s south of 
Burley including Albion. Almo, 
Malta and Oakley. 

However, Alden said the snow- 
fall will begin tapering off .start- 
ing today. 

“There may be another 1 to 3

Alden said Twin FalLs and 
Hailey should not sec any effects 
from the storm. She said temper- 
atures in Burley and Twin Falls 
will range from the middle 30s to 
upper -tOs, “but the main focus of 
the warning is .south of (Burley) 
and north and cast through 
Pocatello." 

So far, the storm has produced 
only one minor accident. Aroimd 
noon Monday, a cur slid off 
Interstate 84 near Sweccter Pass 
in southern Cassia County, the 
Idaho State Police said.

TWIN FALLS - The city will 
start blazing a nuu trail this 
week. 

City lenders announced 
Monday that they are ready to 
start. construction on the nt^ 
Canyon Rim Trail East projert, 
running cast of Blue Lakes 
Boulevard North. 

LaMar Orton, the city'.s pltili- 
ning and zoning director, s;ild 
grading and preliminary trail 
development, should begin 
Thursday. 

Die trail will start at the Buzz 
Langdon Visitor Center parking 
lot, -Stretching east about 3,000 
feet along the canyon rim.

That was his share of die $6.3 
million judgment a Couer 
d’^cne jury awarded on Sept. 7 
to a woman and her son who 
sued Buder and Aryan Nations. 

“He doesn’t have $6 million in 
his bank account so he is declar- 
ing bankruptcy," said a woman 
who answered the telephone at 
Aryan Nations. She declined to 
give her name.

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As violence continues, Barak fights for political life

JERUSALEM -As a monthold . 
wave of deadly violence burst 
into the heart of Jerusalem on 
Monday, embattled Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Bnralc was fight* 
ing for his political life in a hos- 
tile parliament eager to throw 
him out of office. 

Late Monday, in tarmted retal- 
iation for a pair of killings in 
Jerusalem, Israeli helicopter gun- 
ships fired rockets at political 
and police headquarters of 
Palestinian Authority President 
Yasser Arafat in at least three 
ddes. 

The offices of Arafat's Fatah 
political movement - an umbrel- 
la organization that also includes 


armed militias

scenic decision remains uncer- 
tain,” said Clive Strong, a state 
deputy attorney general who 
argued the case before the state 
Supreme Court.

Within hours, Barak told an

The rights in the Salmon River 
would hove a priority date of 
1980, when the river was desig- 
nated wild and scenic. That 
means the ri^ts would be senior

first-in-time, first-in-right water 
doctrine - to water rights estab- 
lished after 1980. 

“While, under the court’s opin- 
ion, the Forest Service may have 
a ri^t to m^e a case for a feder- 
al reserved water ric;ht for wild 
and scenic rivers, my office will 
force the United States to prove 
its claims,” Lance said. 

But setting the amount of 
water may not be easy. 

Long-term flow records for 
those rivers are not available, 
said Michael Collette of the 
Forest*Servicc’s adjudication 
’ team in Boise. 

A I960 water right is recent, 
and that means many water 
rights would have priority. But 
negodators will have to look at 
exisdng rights and rights devel- 
oped smcc 1980. 

Forest Service claims would 
represent the long-term interest, 
Collette said. It's impossible to 
say for certain, but those claims 
would probably leave some room 
for growth. 

While threats to water rights

In the 1st District, freshman 
Democrat Jay Insleq is defending 
his scat against a strong chal- 
lenge by Republican state Sen. 
Don MdDonald. 

In the 2nd District, Republican 
John Rosier and Democrat Rick 
Larsen arc fighting for the open 
seat left by Republican Jack 
Metcalf. 

The district covers the north- 
west corner of Washington, 
stretching from the northernmost 
suburbs of Seattle up to the 
Canadian border. A mix of sub- 
urbs and farmlands, it hos tradi- 
tionally been 'Democratic. 
Metcalf was the district’s first 
GOP congressmon in 30 years. 

Both Larsen and Koster ore rel- 
ative. unknowns. Larsen, the 
Democrat, raised more money 
than Koster and was favored until 
the state’s open primary, when 
Koster won 49 percent of the vote 
to Larsen’s 46 percent. 
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The GOP leadership’s dis- 
avowal of the proposed agree- 
ment seemed to dismay at least 
some Democrats, who had 
seemed ready to declare victory 


in the budget war and leave 
town for the elections. 

“We thought this was a good 
faith compromise,” White House 
chief of staff John Podesta told 
reporters after meeting private- 
ly with House Democrats.

I That may be, but Trout surely was 
I aware of political significance of a 
• water fight between Idaho and Uncle 
t Sam. Virtually every elected leader in 
i Idaho had urged the court to reconsid- 
I er its 1999 decision. 

*. Voters, too, sent a message that was 
hard to ignore. Earlier this year, they 
I turned the author of the majority 
i decision - Justice Cathy Silak - out of 
f office. In her place, Idaho voters elect- 
I ed a more conservative judge who left 
I little doubt he was on the other side 
; of the issue. 

; Trout made the right decision by 
; reversing her stand. She disarmed a 
“potent weapon that opponents could 
have wielded in her 2002 re-election 
campaign. 


More profoundly, the decision 
points Idaho's water court in the right 
mrecdon again. 

Are there difficult questions ahead? 
Absolutely. 

The Court unanimously agreed that 
Uncle Sam does have a water right for 
the main Salmon River through the 
Frank Church-River of No Return 
Wilderness. The amount of water has 
yet to be determined, but it could 
have sweeping consequences for 
water users in Salmon, Challis, 
Stanley and other areas upstream of 
the Frank. 

That’s another 
fight for another 
day. In the mean- 
time, the 

Supreme Court - 
particularly 
Trout - deserves 
credit for revers- 
ing a bad deci- 
sion. 

... and another thing 

The appointment of 5th District 
Judge Roger Burdick to preside over 
Idaho’s Snake River water court is 
another encouraging development. 
Burdick is a smart, tough judge who is 
well-suited for a job that can be diffi- 
cult and demanding. He already lives 
in Twin Falls, where the court is 
based, so his appointment is minimal- 
ly disruptive. 

Burdick will take over from Judge 
Barry Wood, who was removed from 
the water court. Wood is the brother- 
in-law of Silak’ successor to the 
Supreme Court, so there was an unfor- 
tunate but Unmistakable appearance 
of a conflict of interest. 

Wood did nothing wrong, and plen- 
ty of things right, during his tenure as 
Idaho’s water judge. 

So it’s hail and farewell. We’re confi- 
dent that Burdick is equal to his hew 
assignment, and we’re' happy to h&ve 
Wood back on duty as a full-spectrum 
district judge.

HAILEY » Blaine County com- 
missioners Monday enacted a 
120-day moratorium on siting and 
building wireless communication 
and broadcast towers^ the coun- 
ty^ 

The action will give aOnty^ffi* 
ciaJs and representatives from 
Hailey, Bellevue, Sun Valley and 
Carey time to review land use 
and public health, safety and wel- 
fare issues in devising an orderly 
approach to such facilities. 

The county becomes the latest 
in a string of governments, 
including Boise, Twin Falls and 
B^evue, to adopt on emergency 
ordinance in the face of an 
onslaught of would-be tower 
builders. Ketchum already has an 
ordinwee. 

Commissioner Len Harlig said 
'it seemed appropriate that, the 
cozzunission should pass such an 
ordinance on the anolvemry of 
Orson Welles’ “War of the 
Worlds” broadcast. • 

County Planning and Zoning 
Administrator said four months 
is pushing it given staff commit- 
ments. But state law allows no 
more than 120 days for an emer- 
gency moratorium. 

A1 Lindley who has been work- 
ing with state Rep. Wendy 
Jaquet on introducing digital 
communication to the Wood 
River Valley, encouraged the 
commission to act with haste. 
The telecommunications industry 
is moving so fast that 120 days 
can be a lifetime for some compa- 
nies, he said. 

Lindley, who worked with 
AT&T on real estate and right of 
way issues for 28 years, said he 
does not want to see 15 to 20 tow- 
ers in the valley.

ordinance

TWIN FALLS - The creation of 
a downtown Local Improvement 
District Monday could qualify the 
dty for a state grant - that’s what 
dty leaders are hoping anyway. 

The City Council unanimously 
approved an ordinance creating 
the Main Avenue North LID - a 
necessary step if the dty wonts u 
grant from the Idaho Department 
of Commerce. 

The new LID was crucial to a 
project to replace sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters and adding 
landscaping and other features to 
the 200 and 300 blocks of Main 
Avenue North and the nearby 
blocks of Second and Third 
streets. 

The estimated cost of the pro- 
ject is $920,750. 

The Urban Renewal Agency 
has pledged $120,000 and the 
City Council $102000 for the pro- 
ject; $500,000 could come from a 
state, grant; and property owners 
would pay $198,750 through LID 
assessments. 

But the application process for 
the grant is competitive, said 
Dave McAlindin, the city’s eco- 
nomic development director. The 
lid’s official creation puts the 
dty in a better position to get the 
grant. 

The council also unanimously 
approved $20,000 in en^nccring 
fees to Ricdcscl Engineering for 
the engineering work on the pro- 
ject. 

According to a Riedescl propos- 
al, four tuslu need to be complet- 
ed before construction work on 
Main Avenue North can begin. 

“The first task would be u sur- 
vey of the proposed project 
area,” the proposal says. "The 
second cask is to complete prelim- 
inary base maps of the project.

Sheriff candidates attack record

JEROME - The race for sher- 
iff of Jerome County has come 
down to Sheriff Jim Weaver’s 
p^ormance. 

With the election a week 
away, independent candidates 
Wayne Childers and Jerry 
Martinez criticized the incum- 
bent’s four-year term. Weaver 
defended his record and said his 
opponents criticize him, but 
don’t offer plans of their own. 

The issues they raise include: 

* Budget Problems. Childers 
said the sheriffs department is 
over budget. 

“Weaver can’t control the 
budget, and at present he’s 
$9,000 over budget," he said. 
“He has topped money from 
deputy salaries to cover the 
operating budget. I don’t know 
what the county will do, they 
might have to dip into reserves.” 

Weaver said the over-runs 
were caused by unpredictable 
costs. 

The sheriff’s department 
spent $951,113 in the budget 
year that ended Sept. 30, accoiti- 
ing to a sheriff’s department 
expenditure summary. That’s 
$9,003 over the budgeted 
$942,110 - or 1 percent over 
budget. 


The department spent nearly- 
$30,000 more than the $223,000 


budgeted for operating expens- 
es, but about $21,000 less that 
the $719,000 budgeted for 
salaries. 

To compensotc, the unspent 
$21,000 from the salary budget 
was shifted to the operating 
budget. That still left the depart- 
ment short by obout $9,000. 

"The commissioners and the 
judge must now evaluate the 
bills which caused this over 
spending and determine if they 
were legal,” Childers wrote in a 
statement faxed to The Times- 
News. 

The largest over-runs were 
inmate housing, vehicle repairs 
and jail expenses. 

“Some items I can’t control. ... 
Our jail books for other agen- 
cies, so we don’t know the exact 
number of prisoners ... or the 
price of gas," Weaver said.' 
“Naturally, some of the line 
items are over budget, and I 
can’t help that.” 

Unpredictable costs are com- 
mon. The Twin Falls County 
Sheriffs Office has overspent its 
budget several years in a row 
because of overtime wages and 
inmate costs. Sheriff Wayne 
Tousley has said. 

But Childers'soid mismanage- 
ment was responsible in Jerome 
County. 

“Weaver constantly has pris- 
oners in other jails when there 
are empty jail cells here," he 
said. “It costs a substantial 


amount to house those prison- 
ers.” 

The county jail can hold 34 
inmates, and it moves inmates 
only when no cells are available, 
Jerome County Jailer Jacob 
(joodrich said. 

"We have no out-of-county 
Inmates at this time, except ones 
that have charges in other coun- 
ties,” ho said. “We haven’t trans- 
ferred anyone for t. lite some 
time.” 

But Weaver has transferred 
inmates even when cells were 
empty, said former jailer 
Richard Beaver, who retired in 
June. Weaver moves inmates 
that pose a threat to deputies 
and other inmates, Beaver said. 

“He wants to keep everything 
down so he looks good all the 
time," Beaver soid. "We often 
had four or five people moved, 
and as many as 16 shipped out 
ot once.” 

Some inmates were moved 
because there simply wasn’t 
room, but others were shipped 
unnecessarily, Beaver said. 

Weaver declined further com- 
mgnt Monday.

violation of the law.

Smithsonian 
returns ancient 
Alaskan masks 

ANCHORAGE. Alaska (AP) - 
Seven ancient .asks from the 
Prince Williai Sound region 
have been returned to Alaska 
tdter languishing for years in sfor- 
age at the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

“These are extremely rare,” 
said John Johnson, cultural 
resource manager for Chugach 
Alaska Corp. “They’re the only 
known masks in the Chugach 
Natives’ possession.” 

Reclaiming the large wooden 
masks from a warehouse in 
Virf^a was a career highlight 
for Johnson. His job includes 
securing the return of bodies and 
ordfacts token from burial caves 
in the 19th and 20th centuries. 

“What really got me going was 
when rd go to these caves, rock 
shelters - the elders would tell 
me it was a traditional burial area 
and I go in there and they’d be 
entirely empty," he told the 
Anchorage Ddly News. 

All the valuables - the mas ks , 
the artifacts, even the dead - had 
been removed by anthropologists 
and colleaors. 
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with reports that emphasized no 
wrongdoing had been uncovered 
by her evaluators in the circum- 
stances surrounding the contract 
vrith GTECH for Fish and Game 
computerization. 

'Van Moren’s report said the 
department violated, although 
not intentionally, state law 
requiring competitive bidding 
for the automation system.

BOISE (AP) - Fifteen years to 
life in prison is Justified for a 
man who drove an Idaho Falls 
teen-ager to his murderer, but' 
the Idaho Court of Appeals sold 
he should not have to pay more 
than $14,000 in public defender 
costs. 

In a unanimous opinion issued 
Monday, the three-judge court 
reversed 7th District Judge 
Gregory Anderson’s order that 
Burnell Owen Weaver reimburse 
Bonneville County for the cost of 
his 1998 defense. 

“It is beyond dispute that 
Weaver was a ncedyri^rson and 
completely unable to provide for 
full payment of an attorney at the 
time of sentencing," Judge Alan 
Schwortzmon wrote. “As was suc- 


cinctly argued by Weaver on 
appeal, the question before the 
district court was could Weaver 
pay, not should he pay.” 

Weaver initially was charged 
with first-degree murder, first- 
degree kidnapping and conspira- 
cy to commit first^egree munlcr 
for his role in the January 1998 
slaying of David Thompson at 17 
Mile Cave, in the desert west of 
Idaho Falls. 

■ He eventually pleaded guilty to 
first-degree kidnapping for pick- 
ing up Thompson under the ruse 
of having him help steal some 
stereo speakers, then dropping 
him off at the cave. Thompson 
was found shot to death there the 
next day. 

Shawn Eric Smith was convict- 


ed of first-degree murder and 
.sentenced to death. But that sen- 
tence was overturned because a 
judge nilcd Smith’s former pub- 
lic defenders did not present 
enough information before 7th 
District Judge Richard St. Clair 
concluded the death penalty was 
warranted. 

St. Clair is considering a new 
sentence for Smitli, who faces nt 
least 10 years in prison and the 
possibility of the death penalty 
being reimposed. 

Staley admitted to turning 
Thompson over to Smith at the 
cave, and Hammer adrhiliud 
being present at Thompson’s 
murder. Both pleaded guilty to 
felonies and are serving prlsbn 
terms.

Agency blames wolves for horse deaths 


DUBOIS, Wyo. (AP) - Wolves 
are suspected in fatal attacks on 
three horses, including an adult 
horse found on a ranch that has 
lost numerous animals to wolves 
in recent years. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is investigating the 
deaths, which included two colts. 

Jon Robinett, manager of the 


Diamond G Ranch, found the 
1,200-pound adult horse dead in a 
meadow about 120 yards from 
the ranch house on Oct. 13.

GOODING — Arkoosh Produce Inc. of 
Gooding fUed Chapter 11 bankruptcy a 
week ago, but it’s unclear vdiat effect 
the restructuring will have on Magic 
Valley farmers — already under finandol 
siege - who are among the company's cred- 
itors. 

Owners of the fresh-potnto packing plant 
referred inquiries to Gooding attorney 
Tom Arkoosn, who did not immediately 
return phone calls ^day or Monday. 

The acting director of the Potato 
Groweis of Iciaho, Bert Moulton, said fresh- 
pack prices are lower this year than he has 


“A lot of spuds are going at $1; $1.50 is a 
fairly good average for good-quality fresh 
potatoes,” Moulton sold. 

Moulton said he has even heard of some 
lesser*grade potatoes selling for as low its 
SO cents per hundredweight. 

He said he couldn't comment on 
Arkoosh specifically because he didn't 
know if the plant primarily used contracts 
to buy potatoes from growers, or if it most- 
ly coiuigned. 

“If fresh-packers contracted this year, 
they could lose some money,” he said. 

When plants sell more consigned spuds, 
they lower their financial risk should 
{trices drop. 


Last year at this time fresli-pack prices 
peaked at $5, and since then prices have 
.continued to drop, said Bruce Huffakcr, 
who writes the North American Potato 
Newsletter in Idolio Falls.

way in ‘digital 
cash’ movement

PALO ALTO, Calif. - 
Shopping for a teapot on the 
Internet, Paul Lewis found sever- 
al merchants selling just the 
kiiid he wanted. But his dedsian 
on vdiich one to buy boiled down 
to which seller accepted PayPal, 
the Web's most popular online 
payment service. 

Just o year old, PayPal has 
signed up 4 million U.S. acooun- 
tholders, who transfer an aver- 
age of $6 'million each day via e- 
nuuL 

With another 140,000 users 
signing up each week, PayPal 
and its corporate alter ego, 
X.com, are leading the push to 
conduct more e-commerce with 
"digital cash" - rather than cred- 
it cards. 

"I won't even buy something 
from someone who doesn’t take 
PayPal," said Lewis, who runs a 
collectibles business in 
Clndnnad. *Tm a big fan of the 
service because you don't have 
to hassde with going to a bonk for 
a money order or deal with a 
cre^tcard.” 

Palo Alco-based PayPal, which 
morphed from on obscure com- 
puter security company a year 
ago, beeves it is on the thiWi- 
old of becoming on e<ommerce 
staple, but like most dot-coms, it 
remains unprofitable. And formi- 
dable challenges loom, including 
trying to charge for what had 
un^ recently been free. 

A buyer using PayPal provides 
a credit card or bank account 
number so ^yPal can withdraw 
a spewed omount. The seller is 
then notified by e-mail, and has 
the option of either cashing out 
or carrying a digital cash bahmee 
to conduct other online business.

OMAHA. Neb. - ConAgra 
Foods Inc is down, but not out in 
its.legal battle with Tyson Foods 
Inc. 

An Arkansas jury this month 
issued a $20.1 million judgment 
against ConAgra - the nation’s 
second-largest food company — 
for using Tyson's chicken feed 
formula. The judgment followed 
on earlier finding that the formu- 
la amounted to a trade secret. 

“ConAgra Foods is reviewing 
its options and will undoubtedly 
appeal the decision,” ConAgra 
spokesman Bob McKeon said 
Wednesday. 



The case 
was filed last 
year in an 
Arkansas 
B court within a 
few miles of 
Tyson’s 
Springdale 
headquarters. 
Tyson, the world’s largest chick- 
en processor, brought the suit 
after four of its top executives 
defected to ConAgra. 

The case evehtuoUy was divid- 
ed into two parts: one dealing 
with the execudves and a second 
part charged with determining 
whether the chicken feed formu- 
la amounted to a trade secret. 
ConAgra now has lost both parts 
of the case. 

Washington County Chancery 
Judge John Lineberger ordered 
ConAgra in January to keep 
thim of the Tyson defectors out 


of its poultry operations for a 
year - a decision ConAgra has 
vowed to appeoL 

It’s not dear what impact the 
latest ruling will have on the 
execudves. 

Tyson welcomed both rulings. 

“For us, the most critical ele- 
ment of the case, and the reason 
we carried it to trial, is its deter- 
mination that our intellectual 
property is a valuable asset, wor- 
thy of protection,” said Tyson 
CEO and Chairman John Tyson.

IRS gains credit card access in offshore accounts 


MIAMI (AP) - In a sweeping 
tax-evasion probe, the IRS was 
g'^ted access Monday to thou- 
sands of MasterCard and 
American Express credit card 
accounts held by U.S. taxpayers 
in three offshore banking 
havens. 

U.S. District Judge Adalberto 
Jordw agreed with the IRS that 
cardholders may have violated 
U.S. tax laws and that their iden- 
tities are not readily available 
from other sources. 

The court order allows the IRS 
to issue summonses for charge, 
debit and credit cards issued by 
banks in the Bahamas, the 
Cayman Islands and the country 
of Anrigua and Barbuda in 1998 
and 1999. 

Investigators want to look at 
such things as cor, boat and air- 
line ticket purchases and hotel • 
and car rentals to leam whether 


the account holders are living 
beyond their reported means. 

The investigation is one of the 
largest targeting offshore 
accounts in the history of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

MasterCard International 
spokeswoman Sharon Gamsin 
said in a statement that the com- 
pany has “a long history of coop- 
erating with governmental agen- 
cies.” But she also said 
MasterCard keeps transaction 
records only by account number, 
with the bonk keeping personal 
information. 

Judy Tenzer, a spokeswoman 
for American Express Travel 
R^ated Services Co., said, “We 
are now speaking to the IRS to 
get a better idea of what they're 
looldng at.” . 

Neither spokeswoman would 
answer questions.

U.S. taxpayers, but they must 
file forms with the IRS about 
them and pay taxes on income 
earned in the United States.

Promoters of offshore 
accounts boast that income can 
be sheltered because the U.S. 
government capnot penetrate 
some foreign banking secrecy 
laws.

Caribbean operations. 

The IRS does not know how 
many accounts created by U.S. 
citizens and residents arc 
involved but believes the num- 
ber to be in the thousands.

Personal incomes, spending increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Americans’ incomes, boosted by 
huge federal farm payments, 
increased by the largest amount in 
13 months in September while 
consumer spending rose at the 
fastest pace since Februaiy. 

The Commerce Department 
said Monday that personal 
incomes rose by a strong 1.1 per- 
cent last month while spending, 
propelled by heavy demand for 
durable goods such as autos, was 
up 0.8 percent. 


Economists said the new report 
showed that while the overall 
economy slowed sharply in the 
summer, the all-iraportant con- 
sumer sector still had plenty of 
strength, led by big pains in 
income that are helping con- 
sumers continue to buy with aban- 
don despite rising debt burdens 
and a weakening stock market. 
“Consumers have a ton of money 
to spend and that is exactly what 
they did,” said Joel Naroff, head 
of a Holland, Pa., economic con-

HEYBURN - At age 90, Virgo 
Masoner still remembers clearly when 
her family arrived in the area in 1926. 

As a member of the Old Settlers 
As.sociation. Masoner celebrated with 
the group Oct. 7 - its 82nd year in 
Minidoka County. 

She has many memories of those early 
days in the county — memories of the two 
horses that pulled two wagons contain- 
ing the family’s household belongings 
and form ^uipmenc. 

While her father, Joe Loosli, drove the 
horsc^lrawn wagon, her mother brought 
the five children in a Ford touring car 
with side curtains, Masoner said. She 
was 8-ycnrs old at the time. 

Later, two more children were bom. 

“There was a ihon by the name of 
Brocky, who was a sheep man.” Masoner 
said. “He gave my dad half-a-dozen bum 
sheep." 

'Hie Loosli children earned money by 
raising the lomb.s. 

Three years after the Loosli family 
arrived in Minidoka County, Bob 
Mculman - anotlier member of the Old 
Settlers group - was bom. 

Meulman. 71, is the grandson of one of 
the original settlers. His grandfather set- 
tled in the county in 1904 - long before 
the Old ^tders organization had its first 
meeting in 1916. 

When Meulman’s grandfather arrived 
there were no trees, no roads and no 
wells, Meulman said. Families cleared 
the land and homes were built on the 
first homesteads. It was not until 1909 
when water came in canals. 

Meulman remembers walking 2 miles 
to the Empire School, cast of Rupert. 
The building was once a two-room s^ool

Microsoft says it knew of hackers

SEATTLE (AP) - A hacker had 
high-level access to Microsoft 
Corp.’s computer system for l2 
days - not up to five weeks, as the 
company had first reported - and 
was monitored the entire time. 

While the company says it 
believes no major corporate 
secrets were stolen, some securi- 
ty experts believe the 12-day 
period was plenty of time for a 


hacker to do damage that may 
not have been detected yet. 

Microsoft spokesman Rick 
Miller said Sunday that begin- 
ning Oct. 14 a hacker gained 
access to high-level secrets and 
that at some point over the next 
12 days viewed blueprints, or 
source code, for Microsoft soft- 
ware that is being developed. 

When it confirmed the incident 


Friday, the software giant based 
in Redmond, a Seattle suburb, 
said an electronic intruder had 
access to source code for us long 
as five weeks. 

Microsoft used that time esti- 
mate because the duration of the 
hacker’s presence was unclear 
and the company wanted to be 
sure it did not underestimate the 
problem.

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A day in the life

With so much to accomplish 
this season, Kendall Grant was 
.vise to enlist some help. 

Assisting the new College of 
Southern Idaho head women’s 
basketball coach is second-year 
CSI coach Shelly Wright, a for- 
mer standout guard at Boise 
State University. Wright still 
stands seventh in career assists at 
the sdiool. Besides her day job. 
Wright also teaches physical 
eduction. 

Grant credited her with mak- 
ing his move to the Golden 
Eagles a smooth one. 

“Shelly’s been such a help in 
the transition,” Grant said. 

The coaches have also enlisted 
student assistant Rayna (Jones) 
Stimpson, a second-year colle- 
gian from Dietrich. Stimpson, 
who was a member of Dieoich’s 
19M state championship basket- 


ball team, is married to Eric 
Stimpson, and is expecting the 
coupfe’s first child in January. 

Ajibther invaluable assistant 
has bem unde Boyd Grant, the 
widely respected former men’s 
coach at C^ 

"You've got 40 years of expen- 
ence coming in on somebody 
who’s had no head coaching 
experience,” Kendall Grant said. 
“So I think, if I’m wise, 1 sit-back 
and I listen to his mar^ty come 
through. I love when he walks in. 
I dose my mouth and let him talk 
and try to pick up on what’s 
going to take core of us.” 

Grant arises at 5:15 eoch morn- 
ing. After lowering and getting 
a kiss ^m wife Susan, he heads 
off to work, which is “a five, five- 
and-a-half-minute" commute 
from home. 

Usually Wright is there’ about 
the same time. Both open the 
doors, turn on the lights and go 
throu^ the day’s practice sched- 


ule, which is drafted the night 
before. 

“Then the girls start showing 
up just a little bit after six," he 
said. 

Following cwo-and-a-half hours 
of practice, the coaches gather 
and summarize the session. Tii^ 
frees up around the noon hour, 
when "usually differentjwopfe 
Stan coming in (to the office.)” 

After wading through recruit- 
ing mail and e-mails. Grant and 
Wri^t cyde through defensive 
and offetidve videos. .. 

He said he generally wo?i^ 
through lunch until the team, 
returns for running and weight 
lifting. 

“That takes us to 4. or 4:15. 
Then there’s usually a ^1 or two 
•who wants to go over an assign- 
ment or talk,” he said. "Then wb 
rnnif o sure that tomorrow’s sched- 
ule is printed. Print that out, a^ 
I usually get out of here by 5:j» 
or 6." 


Hello, ladles ... 

Turriing diversity into unity. 

It’s 0 message Grant repeats 
often when he disaisses the team 
he and assistant Shelly Wright 
have assembled for this year. 

“I would guess that probably 
•we’re the most diverse team in 
.the league,” Gram said. “I think 
'dlls team has made up its mind 
that they're going to accept the 
'diversity and try to turn it into a 
unity." 

And one of the ways he's hop- 
ing to unite the team is tlux>u^ 
their universal love of bosketbalL 

Cultur^y, the ^vcrsiiy begins 
with a trio of international play- 
ers in sophomore guards Jinga 
Gosschalk (Holland), Natalia 
Kortisova (Slovakia) and 
Australian post Belindo Stubbs. 
All three bring an cxdting style 
of play to the Eagles, Grant said. 

Gosschalk, a tenacious com- 
petitor with a sweet jumper, 
could be the best shooter and 
posdbly the best player in the 
leigue, Grant said. She averaged 
10.7 ppg and 4.3 rpg her fresh- 
man season and “commands a lot 
of respect rilready” from her 
teammates. 

In the S-foot-11 Kortisova, . 
Grant sees a rangy scorer who’s 
ability to rebound and defend on 
the vring has steadily improved. 

- Smb^ a &-2 athletic post, brings 
some much needed size to the 
frontcourt, but her raw offense 
needs tuning. Still, the coach sees 
only tremendous upside for 
Stubl)s, who he adds could 
b^me one of the re^on’s domi- 
nating low posts as the year pro- 
gresses. 

When it comes to this year's 
team, one cannot overlook the 
home-grown talent that domi- 



nates the roster. Half of the team 
mll< the Gem Sfate home and all 
sport laundry lists of all-state 
honors, school records and post- 
season experience from high 
school. 

Three of the seven hail from 
the state capital, induding sopho- 
mories Erika Empey (60, 73 ppg, 
6.0 rpg), Tonya PfUUips (5-5, 2.7 
ppg). and fredunon Elisha Booth 
(6-0). All three will provide valu- 
able minutes. Depth in the back- 
court comes from eastern Idaho, 
where Grant adds four freshmen 
guards: Firth’s Katie Wadsworth 
(5-11); Highland’s Angela 
Williams (5-9); and a pair from 
Bear Lake In Crystal Hardcastle 
(5-6) and Jodi Kunz (56). 

Grant said all are gritty, hard- 
nosed competitors who possess 
great attitude and an eye for the 
basket 

The remaining four players are 
sophomore post ’Trisha Gardiner 
(6-1, 3.8 ppg, 3.4 rpg) out of 
Vernal, Utah, Holly Armstrong 


(5-8) from Westminster, Calif., 
Seattle’s Nicolette Dresback (5- 
10) and Aubrey GuastalU (56), of 
Massachusetts. 

Grant said Gardiner has made 
giant s^des in her. ball-handling 
ability and post jplay and has 
become on on-court leader. 
Armstrong, a big point guard ^ 
a physical player, was die Golden 
West League’s most valuable play- 
er year at Westminster High. 
Grant called Dresback “the quick- 
est 5-9 giri I have ever seea" 

Besides her quickness, the Jet 
City nadve is a great shooter and 
an “instinctive” player, who was 
the most valuable player at a 
recent Northwest all-star tourna- 
ment. Men’s assistant coach 
Brian Hancock helped with 
Dresback’s rccruionent. 

Together, the coach said. his 
squad Is a blend of athletic, long- 
range perimeter players who pos- 
sess speed, a knowledge of the 
game and camaraderie with one 
another. 


The blend should moke a run 
at the conference crown. 

“’Hiere are a lot of big 3-point 
shooters (on this team),” Grant 
said. “But, I’d expect a balance 
(between the post and perime- 
ter). I think our backcourt is 
going to be frustrating for the 
other teams. I’d like to see the 
posts score between 24-34 points 
a game, (and) I think we could 
get up around 70 poin» a game 
at least.” 

Community couse 

Hopeful for a winning season, 
tho team has already won over 
the community in which it plays. 

Over the summer. Grant began 
Involving'his team in several 
community service projects, such 
as Paint Mogic, volunteering at 
the YMC^A; and visiting nursing 
homes. Continuing through the 
season,' players will visit 
Sawtooth and Bickel elementary 
schools and assist for on hour or 
two each Tuesday at Valley 
House, an 18-bed local homeless 
shelter. 

Valley House manager Roger 
Wyatt said the team’s help has 
been a welcome relief. 

"They don’t act like they’re 
being forced to do it,” Wyatt said. 
“I don’t regret the girls’ involve- 
ment; they help us a lot. They 
can’t help but be beneficial. 
(Itna^ne) a home for 20. There's 
far more to be done than usual” 

GUNS 
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Besides cleaning out shower 
stalls^ folding laundry and per- 
forming other necessary house- 
hold dudes. Grant’s players have 
gotten a better respect for what it 
means to b« homeless, Wyatt said. 

“Their attitude is great,” he 
said. "They don’t come in here 
with any prejudices or pre-judge- 
ments ... and if these young ladles 
did, th^ have no longer." 

At the schools, players and 
coaches interact with students - 
mainly at the third-through-fifth- 
grade level - by eating lunch, col- 
oring, reading and hanging out 
with them duiwg recess. 

Bickel Elementary Principal 
Gordon Armstrong thinks it’s 
vrondei^ for his school. 

“Kicb need someone to look up 
to." he said. “They need posirive 
role models, and as they help in 
rtn«, they not only help the stu- 
dents but they help the teachers 
in directing the studemts. 

“It’s an exciting experience for 
the students." 

Through such volunteer work. 
Grant’s players become more 
than basketball players to the 
community. 

' He believes such interaction is 
an important means of helping 
them gain an appredadon of the 
v^ey and its people. 

“Community sendee is one way 


we (practice unity),” he said. “AH 
of our girls are qu^ty individu- 
als; I think that people are really 
going to take notice of what these 
girls have to offer - and so much 
of it is going to be off of the bt^ 
ketball court.” 

Grant also records it all as pact 
of the team’s digital "Seasqh 
Scrapbook,” which is located oh 
the school’s athletic web site. • " 

The genesis for the scrapboc* 
began in his former English claair 
es at Ricks College. 

“I did it the last two years," he 
said. “I just put the highlights of 
what we did in class out on the 
Internet and 1 noticed a lot of 
Idds were printing it off . 

“So when I came down (to 
Twin Falls), I thought, ’Let’s just 
■ put everything out on the 
Internet that we possibly can.’ ... 
(A)t'the end of the year, the girls 
will have a great memory of what 
we <fid together, and it helps with 
the recruiting too. Almost every 
letter I get back mentions what’s 
on the Internet" 

Gardiner likes the idea that the 
new bonds being made will result 
in more people attending games. 

“Maybe people who see us in 
the sd i ools and stuff wW want to 
come to our games," she said. 

Grant promises there will be 
plenty to remember.

Stockton Endures 

Another season rolls around and the Jazz point man is still playing 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - As 
John Stockton begins his 17th 
season, he has grown accus- 
tomed to questions about his age. 
At 38, it’s os much a part of his 
game as the pick-and-roll with 
Kaii Malone. 

He accepts the situation with no 
compla^ts. 

** After you get to a certain age, 
it’s almost a compliment,” 
Stockton said. “Unless, of course, 
it falls into 'He's too old to do any- 
thing.’ If you’re still playing and 
people think you can still com- 
pete, it’s a complimenL" 

He U. And they do. 

The Utah Jaa point guard is a 
marvel for fans every time he 
takes the ebuR. With each assist 
and steal, he extends his NBA 
records in both categories. Those 
* numbers now stand at 13,790 
and 2,844 steals. 

Stockton is older, but opponents 
say he’s as good as ever. 

“He’s slowed down a little bit, 
but it seems when he slowed down 
physically, he got even better 
mentally,” sind Philadelphia's 
flambt^wit Allen Iverson, a Gen- 
Xer who is a contrast to the 

steady, low-key Utah point maa 

“It’s special playing against 
him, but you don’t have no time to 
. be in awe playing against John 
Sto^ton,” Iverson said. “You do 
that on the sideline. If you do it in 
the game, you don’t have no 
chance.” 

If Iverson represents the new 
NBA, then Stockton is definitely 
dd s^ool. 

Iverson, with his comrows, tat- 
toos and baggy gangsta get-up, 
sings rap lyrics in the Philadelphia 
dressing room. In the Jazz locker 
room, Stockton usually changes 
into pleated khakis and a cotton 
pdo shirt. 

It used to be that Stockton 
dueled against the competitive 
but charming Magic Johnson.' 
Now, he brings the ball upcourt 
against the swaggering Iverson or 
Sacramento’s Jason Williams.

NBA’s first black 
player says he’s no 
Jackie Robinson 

NEW YORK (AP) - Earl Lloyd 
is the first to admit ho was no 
Jackie Robinson. 

Fifty years ago in Rochester, 
Uoyd become the first black to 
play in an NBA game. He says ah 
similarities end there when it 
.comes to compiiring himself to 
Robinson, who broke major league 
baseball’s radal barrier. 

“Let’s get real,” said Lloyd, who 
will toss up the ccremonid open- 
ing tip Tuesday ni^t in the sea- 
son-opener at Madison Square 
Garden between the PhilaiWphio 
76ers and the New York Knido. 

The 72-year-old Lloyd often 
hears the comparison between 
himself and Robinson, and he 
points out that he broke the NBA's 
color barrier only because of a 
scheduling quirk. 

Lloyd’s team, the Washington 
Capitols, played their opener on 
Oct. 31 at a high school gym in 
Rochester. Most NBA teams began 
their seasons the following night.

; the NBA that season. The i^icks 

• purchased Sweetwater Clifton’s 

• contract from the Harlem 
Globetrotters, and the Boston 

. Celtics drafted Chuck Cooper. 

Lloyd desoribed his fint game os 

• "unevenefuL” perhaps because it 
' was played in a dty that already 


had an integrated school system. 
The moment drew little national 
attention, not even drawing a men- 
tion in The New York Times. It 
was nothing, Uoyd said, like the 
scrutiny Robinson faced when he 
joined the Brooklyn Dodgers in 
1947. 

“How can you compare one of 
three black players going into the 
NBA to what happened to Jadde 
Robinson? Anybody who makes 
that comparison is crazy,” Lloyd 
said Monday by telephone from 
his home in Fairfidd Glade, Tenn. 

"Pro basketball in 1950 was 
fledging. I’m not saying it was 
totally ho hum, but it was hard to 
generate interest. The notoriety 
foctor just didn’t exist at that time. 

“Baseball was a national pas- 
time. And Jackie Robinson broke 
some virgin ground to the chagri^ 
of ^ Inr of people, including his 
teammates, and excelled to the 
point where he made the Hall of 
Fame in what was unquestionably 
his worst sport. He was an All- 
j^erlcan halfback at UCLA, he 
led the Pacific Coast League in 
scoring in basketball and he was a 
wortd-dass track athlete. To com- 
pare him to me is a knee-slapper.” 

Lien's rookie season lasted just 
seven games before he left for a 
two-year Army commitment. He 
returned to the NBA for the 1952- 
53 season and spent the next eight 
seasons >rith SyracuM and Detrm^ 
averaging 8.4 points and 6.4 
rebound 

He said what made his transi- 
tion from college (West Virginia 



State) to the NBA easier was the 
acceptance of his teammates dur- 
ing his first training camp. All he 
had to do was show them M could . 
play at thdrleveL 

“For me, I was bom and raised 
in segregation in Alexandria, Va. 
And because you’ve been treated 
inferior all your life, it’s easy to 
b^eve that you are inferior. 

“So you get to training camp 
with these guys from Southern Cal 
and Ohio State and UCLA and 
Georgetown and N.C. State, you 
kind of ask yourself: Do I bekmg? 

“For a young black man from 
Virginia to compete at that level 
and leom that he belongs there, it 
was a true defining moment.”

Lloyd 
will ^ joined in pregame intro- 
ductions tonight by Clifton’s 
daughter, Anita Brown; Cooper’s 
wife, Irva, and son, Chu^ Jr4 and 
78-year-old Hank DeZonie. a for- 
mer member of the New York 
Rens barnstorming league who 
plaj^ five games in 1950 for the 
Tri-Cities Blackhawks. 

DeZonie also played 18 gomes in 
1948-49 for the Dayton Rens of the 
Notional Basketball League, which 
merged with the Basketball 
Assodation of America in 1949 to 
fbrm the NBiC

The sign is less than a half-block

MacFadden, who is an indepen- 
dent Baptist, said the sign Is not 
meant to ^onfy Hitler.
